A Theatrical 


Santa Claus. 


By JEFFERSON DE ANGELIS. 


HE week before Christmas in 
New York, “once upon a time, 
not so very long ago,” showed 
Broadway Tull of eager shop- 
vers, making tracks through a heavy 
_' fall‘of snow which the street sweepers 
had not yet cleared away. Up and 
down the magic street and its com- 
panion arteries in the retail district a 
jostling crowd, pushing, fighting its 
way, sought to catch glimpses of the 
many treasures temptingly displayed 
in the shop windows. Great extremes 
of life bumped elbows. The girl from 
the east side, coming down from the 
slums to view the good things—things 
forbidden to her pocketbook—brushed 
her threadbare skirts agatnst the fur 
lined gown of the daughte: of the rich. 
The almond eyed Celestial from the 
Chinese district mingled the opium 
scent of his blouse with the delicate 
violet of the well dressed crowd. Chil- 
dren from Fifth avenue in their smart 
clothes edged away from squalidly 
dressed urchins with unwashed faces 
and uncombed hair. 

There was happy contentment re- 
flected on the faces of thousands, in 
contrast to the pinched, hungry,: hope- 
less, feverish eyed faces of the other 
thousands so strangely mingled on the 
world’s greatest thoroughfare. 

At the Rialto theater great prepara- 
tions were in progress for*the-produc- 
tion of a new comic opera. Rehearsals 
had been going on from early morning 
until midnight, day in and day out. 
The back of the big stage was a verita- 
ble-chaos. _ Unfinished scenery and 
mysterious looking “props” were being 
ekillfully fashioned into counterfeit 
presentations of camels, for there was 
to be a grand march of the king’s cara- 
van across the desert. There was an 
elephant, too, as big as life, and os-

triches and weird objects, all piled in 
confusion with artificial plants and 
floral devices, glittering armor and all 
the thousands of odd things that were 
being prepared for the most dazzling 
comic opera of the year, “The Minstrel! 
of the Sahara.” 

The scenic artists had been working 
day and night for weeks, and, with the 
“opening” now only a few days off, the 
managers were nervously dreading 
that the beautiful effects would not be 
finished in time. To add to this fear, 
Henry Granger, the artist on whom 
the projectors of the great spectacle 
had mainly depended, had succumbed 
to:the strain of working for days and 
nights without sleep and scarcely stop- 
ping for anything to eat. He lay -at 
his little east side home, tossing and 
raving in the delirium of typhoid fe- 
ver. He had been absent from the 
“painter’s bridge’ for nearly a fort- 
night, and, although his loss was con- 


sidered serious at first, some one else 
had filled his place, and now he was , 


forgotten. Scenie artists, like actors, 
are improvident creatures, and if any 
of the warm hearted stage folk had 
had time to think of aught except the 
duties that weighed so heavily on each 
and every one they might. have 
thought that the sick man, out of work 
and helplessly ill, might be suffering 
for want of money. Granger was a 
favorite generally, and many a time 
had he gone down into his scant sav- 
ings to help swell a contribution to 
some needy professional in distress. If 
anything ever reminded the company 
of Granger’s absence it might have 
been that his little girl, an only one of 
seven, came no more with the artist's 
meals,-as she used to when he painted

So ther. followed a hurrying to 
nearby cafes anc lunch places, and the 
big theater was |. *t dark and silent, 
where only a few moments previous 
had resounded the voices of chorus, the 
shuffling and patter of feet and the 
shouts of the excited director. After 
awhile, one by one and in pairs and 
more, the company began to assem- 
ble again. There was still a good 
half hour, and the boys and girls 
of the chorus accepted the opportunity 
to chat and gossip as they sat on 
boxes, bundles of carpet or even squat- 
ted on the floor of the stage, their talk 
causing a hum to resound throughout 
the big auditorium.

Roosevelt Reiterates Decision. 

Forced to speak by the misinterpre- 
tations placed upon his silence about 
the third term talk, President Roose- 
velt has given out a statement recall- 
ing the announcement he had made on 
the night after his election construing 
his first three and a ‘half years in office 
as his first term and saying, “The wise 
custom which limits the president to 
two terms regards the substance and 
not the form, and under no circum- 
stance will I be a candidate fo: or 
accept another nomination,” Referring 
to this, he now says. “I have not 
changed and shall not change the deci- 
sion thus announced.” Friends of the 
president say that the particular pur- 
pose of his new statement is to put 
the country on. guard against those 
who have been using the third term 
ery to forward their own plans. This 
has reference to the activity of Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, which came to the sur- 
face at the national committee meet- 
ing. It is expected to help the candi- 
dacy of Taft at least to the extent of 
compelling an open fight.

- “Tell the boys in-Omaha that ff 1 
am responsible for this money panic, 
which showed up the rotten founda-' 
tion on which the finances of the coun- 
try were built, I am glad of it.”

The elections at Boston Dec. 10 re. | 


sulted in the choice of the Republican 
candidate for mayor, George A. Hib- 
bard, by a plurality of 2,018 over May- 
Couithurst, 
candidate of the Independence league, 
received 15,871 votes.. No license pre- 
vailed in Lynn and Worcester. 


Oklahoma Senators Elected. 

The legislature of the new state of 
Oklahoma in joint session at Guthrie 
elected Thomas P. Gore and Robert L.

Thomas BE. Watson of Georgia was | 


the guest of the president recently and 
came away with a pleasant impression 
of the man Roosevelt. The Georgia 
Populist told the chief executive just 
what he thought about the abuse of 
the power of federal injunction to in- 
terfere with the processes of state 
courts, as in the North Carolina and 
Alabama railroad cases. As to the 
currency, Watson defended the issu- 
ance of treasury notes by the govern- 
ment as opposed to the flood of bank 
notes based upon the nation’s credit.

Governor Hughes of New York has 
ordered the removal of John F. Ahearn 
as president of the borough of Man- 
hattan, after a personal investigation 
of the charges preferred, on the 
ground of continuous maladministra- 
tion and favoritism, while absolving 
the accused of personal dishonesty. 
Ahearn fought dismissal by getting a 
court injunction staying the hands of 
the mayor.

Straus Pleads For Centralization. 

In his annual report Oscar 8. Straus, 
secretary of commerce and labor, re- 
ferring to the bureau of corporations, 
Says that the experience of the bureau 
has signally justified that phase of the 
administration’s policy: which has been 
aimed at securing an efficient publicity 
in interstate corporate matters by fed- 
‘eral means. It is his opinion that, cor- 
Porate activity having become national 
in its commercial 
scope, the control 
over it should to 
some extent at 
least be national 
by the general gov- 
ernment. He says: 
“The power and 
jurisdiction of the 
regulative author- 
ity should be com- 
mensurate with the 
field of operations 
of the corporations 
to be regulated. 


Secretary Straus. 
Centralization as a business fact has 


been accomplished. It only remains to 
be determined whether legal conditions 
shall be adjusted to the facts which 
they are supposed to cover.” Refer- 
ring to the shipbuilding industry, he 
Says that the total output of American 
shipyards during the year was 1,157 
documented vessels of 471,882 gross 
tons, a volume exceeded by only one 
year in the last half century. 


Regarding immigration the records | 


of the department show that the num- 
ber of aliens admitted to the country 
during the year was 1,285,349, an in- 
crease of 184,614 over the preceding 
year. Of the whole number 30 per 
cent were illiterate. The number re- 
jected was 13,064. It is estimated that 
810,000 aliens left the United States 
during the year. Mr. Straus criticises 
our immigration laws regarding China, 
calling attention to the Chinese boy- 


cott and stating that the imports ‘of | 


American goods into China fell from 
$63,000,000 in 1905 to $26,000,000 in 
1907, a situation which, he says, is 
“sufficiently startling to challenge the 
attention of legislators and statesmen.”

Advance sheets of the discoveries of 
the German and French expeditions on 
the island of Elephanta, in the Nile,

have unearthed an official document of 
the seventeenth year of Darius ad- 
dressed to the Persian governor of Ju- 
daea by the priests of the temple of 
Blephanta. Heretofore many ancient 
Greek texts have been turned up from 
the sands-of Egypt, but rarely one of 
Hebrew origin like this. Its chief vai- 
ue is that it deals with familiar fig- 
ures in the Bible. This papyrus,. which 
is in. the Aramic character, turns out 
| to be an authentic page of the book of 
| Nehemiah, being a petition addressed 

by the Jews to the Persian governor 
asking leave to rebuild their temple, 
which-had been destroyed by a pre- 
vious governor. The petitioners say 
they have also asked the governor to 
help them. This seems to show beyond 
doubt that the ancient temple of Je- 
hovah mentioned in the Bible was lo- 
cated on this island. The petition was 
granted and the temple was rebuilt.

Kentucky Night Riders Raid, 

a desperate and destructive attack by 
masked night riders on the night of

Smith. 


At the last meeting of the trustees 
of Memorial Hall Library, the fol- 
lowing Minute was passed: 


_ Joseph W. Smith, our beloved pres- 
ident, having passed away on No- 
vember 14, immediately after our last 
monthly meeting, we desire now to 
place on record our warm apprecia- 
tion of the long and faithful service 
rendered by him to the Memorial 
Hall. Library. 

It was to him that his honored 
father, John Smith, wrote in 1870 the 
letter from Dresden Proposing the 
project of a “Memorial Hall” for An- 
dover, which should also be a public 
library and reading room, and pledg- 
ing a large sum toward carrying it 
out—a fund to which Mr. Smith him- 
self afterward subscribed liberally, 
He was elected by the town one of 
the original trustees, was chosen 
by the Board, March 30, 1872, its 
first president, and by successive an- 
nual reelections has continued to hold 
the office, contributing not only his 
genial presence at our meetings but 
his counsel and help during all these 
thirty-five years. 

Never has his interest seemed 
greater than in these last two years 
of his -feebleness when, though una- 
ble to meet with us in person, he has 
made at various times generous pro- 
vision for special neéds, as for the 
binding of newspaper files contain- 
ing the current history of the civil 
war, and for refurnishing and: deco- 
rating~ the library, thus adding great- 
ly to its attractiveness, as well as to 
the convenience of its patrons. 

We mourn that we shall see his 
face and hear his cheery voice in our 
meetings no more, but rejoice that 
his life was spared to witness the con- 
stantly increasing usefulness « and 
helpfulness to the whole community 
of the institution whose interests lay 
so near his heart.

Long Strike Called Off. 

The executive board of the Western 
Federation of Miners has. officially 
called off the strike in the Cripple 
Creek district of Colorado inaugurated 
Aug. 12, 1908.

Minister Denies Miracle. 


The Rev. R. J. Campbell, pastor of, 


the City temple, London, created con- 
siderable excitement in his congrega- 
tion when during a recent discourse he 
asked his hearers if they really be- 
Heved the story of Christ feeding the 
multitude in its literal sense. ‘The 
feeding of the multitude, “he said, 
“was not a feeding of the body, but a 
feeding of the soul with the bread of 
life.

He 
would not attempt to perform the mir- 
acle’ of feeding the multitude in the 
east end with physical food, but he 
would strike deep and hard at the 
causes which make poverty and -deg- 
radation.” The latter part of the ser- 
mon was received with applause. 


Mrs. Eddy Decorated. 

It was recently announced that the 
French government, through the minis- 
ter of public instruction and fine arts, 
M. Briand, had decorated the Rev. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy as an officer 
d’Academie. The certificate of decora- 
tion was sent by the French govern- 
ment to Dr. William H. Tolman, com- 
missioner general of the American sec- 
tion of the International Book and 
Paper exposition, just closed at Paris, 
and formally presented by him in per- 
son to Mrs. Eddy. She was. awarded 
a grand prize for her work and also 
got a diploma of honor as founder of 
the Christian Science movement.

In his recent address at the annual

nate, took occasion to refer to tainted 
money by saying: “If I thought there 
was any taint on my money I would 
never have offered a dollar of it to 
Syracuse university. My conscience 
would not have allowed me. I could 
not have asked God’s blessing on such 
a gift. I have earned my money by 
fifty years of good, hard, conscientious 
toil and honest intent in the pursuit of 
business or I would never have given 
a dollar to further God’s work.” 
Causes of Railroad Accidents. 

According to the records of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, there 
were 7,432 derailments on railroads in 
the United States during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1907. -'These accidents re- 
sulted in the death of 515 Persons and 
the injury of 6,695. This was an in- 
crease of 1,871 derailments over the 
previous year, with a proportionate in- 
crease in fatalities and injuries, A 
study of the causes shows that a little 
more than two-thirds of these acci- 
dents were due to defects in equip- 
ment, the remainder to defects in road- 
way. The trouble is attributed largely 
to the enormous increase in

_ Of course the “shrew struck” animal 
had to have something to cure It, so an 
ash tree was selectef and a deep hole 
was bored into its trunk. Then a 
shrew was captured, put alive into the 
hole, the hole was securely plugged. 
and the innocent little animal was left 
to die of starvation. 

The ignorant believed that after 
such an act the ash tree had power to 
cure “shrew struck” animals, and 
whenever an animal became inactive 
or a little numb in its limbs its owner 
hurried to the “shrew ash,” cut a 
switch from it and switched the 
“shrew struck” beast.
